During W orld W ar II he 
was a m em ber of the subm a­ 
rine service and later served as 
staff aid and flag lieutenant to 
the com m anding adm iral, U. S. 
Naval Forces in Europe. 


He was appointed an under­ 
cover agent w ith the Federal 
B ureau of N arcotics 
in New 
York City in 1949, and in 1955 
becam e district supervisor w ith 
headquarters in A tlanta. 


Gaffney was 
m ade district 
supervisor for New York and 
New Jersey in 1958 w here he 
directed, am ong others, the in­ 
vestigation w hich 
led to the 
arrest and conviction of the 
notorious Vito G enovese, over,- 
lord of the M afia. 


He also personally 
arrested 
Mauicio Rosal, the G uatem alan 
A m bassador to the N etherlands 
and Belgium, seizing over 100 
kilogram s of pure heroin —the 
largest such seizure ever made 
in this country or abroad.

Good Will Season 


Tliere is a Christmas lament which, while it makes 
no bid to be included in the library of our Christmas 
literature, shows remarkable staying: power. 


It bemoans the commercialization of Christmas. It 
suggests that tlie spiritual values which are the occasion 
for the observance of ihe Nativity have been lost in a 
great Roman holiday of shopping, feasting, drinking and 
spending. 


That some persons neglect the spiritual meaning of 
Christmas is obvious, but some tend to neglect the spir­ 
itual meaning of life, so tlie occasion can hardly be 
charged with the shortcoming. 


Too, a comparison with the observance of Christ­ 
mas in the time of Ebenezer Scrooge or of Colonial 
America is pointless. What other values ha\e not been 
affected by our changing society?

But even though Americans have increased tlieir 
shopping and not increased their churchgoing it is not 
a valid judgment on them that they have declined re­ 
ligiously. They have become much more affluent and 
this has affected their value systems and tlieii* social 
behavior. They have much more leisure than tlieii- fore­ 
bears and hence more light occupations. Once upon a 
time this w'ould have been regarded as a device of satan. 
but the Puritan ethic that idleness is the devil’s play­ 
ground has been questioned by a new era whose tecii- 
nology has produced goods in such abundance tliat want 
has ceased to be a problem and idleness has become a 
concern. 


A nation is the total of its citizens, leflecting in its 
history their aspirations and ideals and their accom|)- 
lishments. Underlying their actions is their morality, 
their sense of right and wrong, to wliich religious faith 
has made the strongest single contribution of any in­ 
fluence. 


And history must iTcord that .America lias been a 
bright star in the history of nations. It’s tradition has 
been Christian, with a strong assist from Judaism, that 
older faith from which Christianity borrowed so much, 
and which contributes the prophecies of the coming of 
Jesus Christ, upon whose life and teaching Christian­ 
ity was foundiKi. (The Christian kings of Spain ex­ 
pelled the Moslem Moors from Spain the same year 
they sent Columbus to discover the New World and 
this great faith has never been a strong influence in 
the Americas.) 


The Christian ti-adition has no finer expression 
than America. We may not yet have had a great cul­ 
tural flowering like that of Athens. Rome or Elizabe­ 
than England, but those were mostly an elite achieve­ 
ment and our genius has been democratic. It has been 
wonderfully materialistic in a world full of niateiial 
wants. It has had its failures, like its racism, but its 
glories, like public schooling.

Never have a people had so much and never before, 
by all the margin of world history, has any people ever 
given away so much of its plenty to make life good — 
even durable or endurable — for so many others around 
the world. In a simpler time its noble character would 
have been more apparent, but today its acts in a theater 
of world action where the Communist conspiracy col­ 
ors everything and where angry and predatory national 
politics distorts everything for its own advantage. 


Even so, the strength of America is everywhere 
acknowledged and the keystone of that strength is the 
moral force whicli Christmas is really about. Russia 
and China and theii* stooges may clamor that American 
impei’ialism is making war in South Viet Nam. but all 
Americans know, as they prepare to keep Christmas, 
that we couldn’t care less about empire: that wliat we 
want most is peace and having our sons home again. But 
with honor. 


The theme of Christmas is ]>eace. We are waging 
peace in Viet Nam. We liave been waging it in opposi­ 
tion to tyranny and en.slavement througliout our na­ 
tional history. Never moreso than now.

extradition treaty.

"The American residents were 
named in an Italian govern­ 
ment crack - down in Sicily 
against tJie Mafia’s nai'cotics 
trade. Most of the cases in­ 
volved narcotics and conspiracy 
charges.
